The first of Ma} iu the year of Grace 1863, 
will be long remembered by the members of 
tho Fire Department, as well as the citizens 
of Victoria, ft has been the invariable cus- 
tom with the lire companies since their first 
organization to parade the town in full force 
on the dlEt of May, And the occasion of 
which we now have to speak is one of such 
eaqualiiied success that the Department is 
presented before the public as a larger, firm- 
er, und more popular institution than the 
public had generally supposed it to be. 

Wc purpose furnishing our readers with n 
detailed account of the proceedings, in the 
order in which they occurred, and therefore 
commence with 

TIIF DECORATION!, 
The Union Hook and Ladder Cj. had orna 
merited the front of the Truck House on Bns- 
tion street with evergreens prettily festooned 
and arranged. Over the tell tower floated 
the flue flag of tho Company, and from the 
tower to the top of tho Fulice barracks weie 
suspended tho British, United States, and 
French flags. The masterpiece of iugenuity 
nnd taste, however, was the decoration o( the 
car mounted on top of the truck, containing 
the throne upon which some bright fairy like 
).itt!e May Queen was soon to take her royal 
seat. 

The Deluge Company No. 1 had also dis- 
played the greatest taste in tho ornamental 
display of their fine building on Yates street.

Ii. M. 5. Devastation loft Esquininll, hav- 
ing Bishop Hills on Board, on the 29ih March. 
Sue arrived :it Nanaiino tlio same night. — 
Left Nuhaimo on f.!„od Fiiday fur Hornbv 
Island, and captured 300 gallons of spirits at 
that plant! from Hie wreck of the Explorer. — 
Left there fitll April and wont to Cormorant 
Island, where they got CO gallons cpi rit*. — 
From tharo lo Heaver Harbor (or Fort Ku- 
pert) where they captured more spirits, and 
the sloop Kingfisher. The spirits were taken 
out of the village. The Indians hero are con- 
tinned smugglers ; thoy give a single :i-point 
blanket to the traders for 1 gallon of whisky, 
and they trade the whisky again with othor 
tribes for furs, which they again exchange 
for whisky with the traders, from Ft, Ru- 
pert the Devastation went to Queen Char- 
lotte's Sound. They boarded the Nonpareil 
in iMilbank on the 10th, and found her appa- 
rently all correct; afterwards, however, they 
discovered that this Vessel had smuggled 
liquor, but that everything had been landed 
before they arrived. From thence they pro- 
ceeded to Kittiniat, where they took 300 gal- 
lons spirits. On the 13th they captured the 
Petrel. Arrived at Fort Simpson on the 
Mill. On the 14th Mr. Duncan came over 
with a man who surrendered himself as the 
murderer of some white men who werckilled 
last year. Proceeded to Nans tiver on the 
15th,; sent boats to capture schooner Lang- 
ley. 17th, went back to Fort Simpson; 1 4 1 Ii , 
weighed and proceeded to Duncan's Kay. — 
Bishop Hills purchased a quantity of good* 
at Nanaiino to present to the Mission at Dun- 
can's Bay. They brought about 150 Indians 
dosvn from the Naas river, to bo married or 
bapti/.ed. The Bishop, who had performed 
service every day, acting us Chaplain, put all 
the| Indians through a long examination, as to 
their religious faith, previous to marrying or 
baptizing them. At Duncan's Bay lie bap- 
tized some 20 persons. On the evening of the 
22d*April a grand feast was given to the In- 
dians, composed chiefly of rice, molasses, 
grease, and roasted meat. This was held in 
the lurge school house, and was lollowed by 
several hymns sung by the Indians in very 
good harmony. On this occasion Mr. Duncan 
delivered an address to them in the Tscllithp 
scan tongue. On the 24lh they left Duncan's 
Hay, on their way to Port Rupert. The name 
of the Indian murderer is Loody eechoeonsl. 
They br. night down the Chief ol the iN'aas 
river tribe, who is charged with being an 
ngerit in selling the captured liquor. On the 
30th April the two gunboats, Forward and 
(Jrapplcr, came into Nanaimo. They had 
heaiil that the latter went up tu recall the 
former. 

The following is aa account given by a 
seaman belonging to 11. M. $. Topuze, who 
was on board lliu Forwaid at the time of the 
fight with the Indians : 

Anehoied oil' ICuper Island, hoisted u red 
flag to make the Indians understand that un- 
less thoy surrendered the murderers we should 
fire into them. Alter waiting some time, and 
finding that they would not como oil, and 
seeing that tiny were trying to get away, fired 
u shell into the ranch. The Indians got away 
into the bush, and clustered thickly on two 
points, "in! on each side of the vessel. From 
thence they tired simultaneously, raking the 
gunboat bow" and stern, and in this lire a 
second class boy named Charles Ulyttoii was 
killed. While the Indians were firing, got 
the anchor op arid stood oil n little ; then 
came to and tired shot, shell, grape and can- 
ister, into the ranch all :ho afternoon, An- 
chored oil' Coiviehan that ' night, and next 
morning returned, and traversed the Island, 
firing into every part of it in the hope of dis- 
lodging the luilians Iroin the hush. Charles 
Glytton was killed in the lir.st raking lire by 
a hall which -passed through lm head. No 
one else was wounded. 

The Devastation will sail today, and will 
convey a considerable body of marines, to 
the assistance of the gunboats already gono up.

On Fort street, 
Mr. I'hillipo poured a fountain of cidur and 
soda-water down the dusty throats of the 
thirsty brigade.

Tim proprietor id the Star Hotel, Mr. Bailey, 
being equally bounteous, His Worship 
wnul 1 not permit tin: " hoys" to pass his 
residence without taking another '• wet, ' 
and the Lady Mayoress courteously acted as 
Uany'tnedo Da Government street, Mr. 
Thomas, ol the Si Nicholas Saloon, iusi-ued 
upon a halt, and quickly appeared with pails- 
full ol sparkling nectar. The band, of 
cour3c, came in fur their share, and did nut 
omit to greet each of their benefactors, in- 
cluding Hie kind arid ever- pleasing . Lady 
Mayoress, with lire wrj||-:inown 6lrains of 
"lies a .Lilly (Laid Fellow." Councillor 
and Mrs. Copland also provided u most ex- 
cellent collation for the firemen, where the 
enjoyments of the day were brought to a tor . 
initiation.

Confederates Capture the Oregon. 

French Success in Mexico. 



By an arrival yesterday from Port An- 
geles, W. Ti, with exclusive intelligence to 
tho Daily Colonist, wo are enabled lo lay 
beforo our readers 6eveu days' later news 
from the States. 

The following letter of our correspondent 
at Port An;:elos supplies tho very latest news 
from San Francisco up lo the departure of 
the Saginaw. 

Port Anqei.os, April 30th, 18C2. 
Editor British Colonist: — Tho United 
States war vessel, Saginaw steamed into this 
harbor at sunrise this morning, with Collec- 
tor Victor Smith on Board. She lelt San 
Francisco on Saturday, JSth inst, at 3, p. m. 
Hoarded tho Sierra Nevada off Uooio Hay," 
on Monday, the '-!7th, about noon, soon after 
which the Saginaw's machinery became dis- 
abled- They fixed bar up temporarily, as a 
high pressure, nud run her thus to this place. 
Had it not been for this accident, the Saginaw 
would have been here two days earlier. 

Just as the Saginaw left San Francisco, 
positive official was received from Washing- 
ton City of the removal ol Superintendent 
Stevens, of the U. S. Mint, at San Francisco, 
and of tho appointment of 1\. B. Swain, of 
Fan Francisco, to the position. Stevens' re- 
moval is based on tho report of Special Agent 
Drown. His cause was advocated by Dr. A. 
Henry, of this Territory, and who claims to 
have "-great influence" with the President, by 
reason of his having slept beetween iho same 
sheets thai "Old Abe" had once slept in. 

The feeling in tho Eastern States is repre- 
sented by passengers by the last mail steamer 
as being decidedly mote hopeful and eiifott;-- 
aging tor the Union cause than at an} tin: 
before since the breaking out of the rebellion. 
The tame feeling prevails at San Francisco, 
The cause is said to be a very decided im- 
provement in t-.e financial condition of ibc 
United States. 

The large ship, Isaac Jones, Capt. Heed, 
cleared from this port to-day, fer Shanghai, 
China, with a cargo of lumber from Seabec 
mills. She lakes out as passengers, Capt. O. 
W, Johnson, formerly of the stoamships Her- 
man, and Alex. Boggs. 

The steamship Oregon, over duo at Sin 
Francisco, three weeks, had not been heard 
liom up to noon of the 25th inst. She was 
running between Mexico and. San Francisco, 
as a mad steamer. It is supposed bsyond a 
doubt, that she has been captured by a Con- 
federate privateer. 

The .steamship Moses Taylor arrived in San 
Francisco on tho 20th inst., after a passage 
of 38 days. Mrs. Oliver, sister nud daughter 
of Victoria, were among the passengers. 

By this arrival, 1 learn on authority, that a 
sale of lots in Port Angeles will talui place 
about the 1st of August next. Tbti ialo will 
be conducted on a plan similar to that adopt- 
ed at Now Westminster. 

[Collector Victor Smith had arrived at Port 
AngClos. He stands bettor nt Washington 
than ever, so fully has he disproved all the 
malicious charges against him. — Ed. Colo- 
nist.] 

The IT. S. Revenuo Cutter Joe Lane has 
been placed in commission, under command 
of Lieut. Selden. 

Dr. Brockawny, formerly of the U. S. Rev- 
enue Culler Slitibrick, is nov; on board the 
Saginaw as one of the officers. 

The new light-house at Port Angolos, for 
the erection of which Congress at its late 
session made tin appropriation, will bo com- 
menced immediately. 

A new and splendid wharf will also be 
built at once. 

Louisville, April 22.— The Mumfordsville 
Expedition to Ceiina, Tenn., has returned to 
Glasgow, having destroyed the town of Ce- 
iina, lo 0,000 pounds baeon. 20,000 bushels ol 
coi n and wheat, a considerable quantity ol 
gioeer ; "s, and tho furry boats used by the 
rebels in transporting supplies. The robcl.- 
ndmita loss id :i killed. Col. Graham, in 
command of the expedition, thinks that the 
lo-s is greater. The Federal loss is one 
killed and one missing. 

Cairo, April 23.— The rebels still occupy 
the south side of the Coldwator; the Fede- 
rals the north side. 

A report reached here so-night of fighting 
in the vicinity of Coring, but there is noth- 
ing definite. 

CinoARi, April 23d— 11 .v. M. — A dispatch 
from Louisville yesterday, soys the Mum- 
fordsville' expedition lo Ceiina, Tenn., has 
returned to Glasgow, having destroyed the 
lown of Ceiina, one hundred thousand pounds 
bacon, twenty thousand bushels corn und 
wheat and u considerable quantity of ferry 
bnat3. used by the rebels in transporting stip- 
j plies.

A dispatch Loin rebel sources says the 
batteries opposite Vieksburg opened on the 
17th and 18th ; but with what result is not 
stuted. 

Cincinnati, April 23.— Intelligence has 
been received of tho capture and destruction 
of the steamer Alhambra, by guerrillas, on 
Ihe Cumberland river. It appears that she 
grounded at Devil's Elbow, Oil the 1:1th. and 
before she could be got off the guerrillas ap- 
peared, when the crew made their escape. 
The steamer Hope also grounded near Island 
No. 18, and the guerrillas wer.3 in sight of 
her when the crow left. 

New York, April 23.— The British steam- 
er Gertrude arrived last night, captured on 
the I6lh, ell Harbor Island, by the U. S. 
gunboat Vanderbilt, alter a cbaso of several 
hours. She was bouiid to Charleston, but, 
arriving there, found tho port too closely 
blockaded, and was returning to Nassau 
when she was captured, Her cargo was gun- 
powder and military stores. 

New York, April 23,-- Washington spe- 
cials say the French Minister has received a 
dispatch confirming the telegram from Sau 
Francisco, with respect, to the bonibartniont 
of Pucbla. The dispatch Btates that the 
French carried tho first line of wotks around 
Pucbla, and that they are confident of soon 
capturing the city; also, that their comuinni- 
cations with Vera Cruz are uninterrupted.— 
Reinforcements and supplies were arriving 
daily. 

The French troops were greatly elated by 
this, their lirst substantial success in Mexico. 

The cavalry, under Gen. Stall I, in largo 
and small bod leBj have -scouted over the whole 
country between the Potomac nnd the Rap 
pahatinock,ahd as far west as the Blue Itidgo. 
They report no rebels llieie save a lew Btrag- 
gling guerillas. Nearly eight hundred sick 
Irom the Lower Potomac arrived to day. 

Tho Government has determined not to 
grant letters ol uianpiu unless a loieign WDr 
should arise. 

The rebels ,iavo been reinforced within the 
last week. N r ew rebel encampments are vis- 
ible thin morning, opposite 1-almoufh. 

In Tuesday's skirmish with the lebels, 
above Kelly 'n Ford, wo captured one Lieut. 
Colonel and several Captains and Lieutenants, 
and twenty-one privates. 

On Monday while the artillery was being 
inspected by Gen. Hunt, near Falmouth, a 
cannon loaded with shells exploded, wouuding 
■1 men—l dangerously. 



CtncAuo, April 23. — A terrific tornado vis- 
ited Grundy county, 111., on Saturday lust. It 
was first heard of at tho town of Norman, 
where fences were prostrated. From thence 
its course was plainly traced to the town of 
Mason. Monies were torn from their founda- 
tions nnd dashed to pieces j the largest trees 
were torn to fragments ; horses and cattle 
wero scattered promiscuously aboat the fields; 
household furniture was carried a distance of 
half a mile. 

Other evidence of the fearful strength of the 
storm wna given near Mason. Forty acres of 
limber Was blown down. Hero tlio storm 
seems to have spent its force. Father Viner 
was the only person known to have been kill- 
ed ; others wero injured, none, us (ar as we 
have been able to learn, seriously. 

Sr. Louis, April 23.— A special Cairo dis- 
patch says our gunboats have destroyed tho 
rebel battery at Worrenton, below Vieks- 
burg. The Heel was nt anchor at Carthage 
on the 17ih, and Gen. Grant Was to go down 
tho same day. 

Washington, April 28 --L. D. Biicltney, 
U. S. Tax Collector of Florida and South 
Carolina, has reported to the Government the 
absolute success of the experiment of arming 
and organizing the slaves. He says the late 
expedition which took and hold Jacksonville, 
Flu,, was composed entirely of black troops. 
They held the post for two weeks. They 
wero engaged almost every day withsuperioi 
numbers of the rebels, and in every instanci 
whipped them. 

Afterwards these black troops were rein 
forced by white regiments, the Sixth Con 
necticnt, by no means favorable to negro sol- 
diers in an engagement with the rebel cav- 
alry and artillery. The (itb Connecticut was 
supported by the First nnd Second South 
Carolina. After u severe engagement, in 
which the blacks were victorious, tliis white 
regiment declared that it had no further pre- 
judices against negroes which showed Buoh 
p'uek. 

The former expedition up the St. Mary's 
River by live companies of the lir.st regimen: 
ol South Carolina volunteers, furnished 
equally conclusive evidence of the bravery of 
the negro troops. Marching at night through 
thick "woods, they wero attacked by lebel 
cavalry. A I the first dischargo, one man 
was killed and four wounded ; but instead of 
a panic, tho blacks promptly returned tho 
fire, emptying twelve rebel saddles at the first 
discharge. 

The uniform testimony of all the officers is, 
that the colored troops, when brought under 
fire, need check more than spur. 

Ciiicaoo, April 23. — Dispatches from 
Memphis, Tenn., say that If) more gunboats 
ami transports rati the blockade of Vieksburg 
on Monday night, ami are now below War- 
rcnton. Tho casualties are not known. 

It is also reported that live boats passed the 
batteries on the Yazoo, and an- now above 
Hnine's 15 lull" Gun. Grant's headquarters aie 
at Now Carthago. 

Cairo, April 23.— The rebels stil occupy 
the south side of the Coldwuter, the Fedeinls 
the north. A report reached here lo night 
of fighting in the vicinity of Corinth. 

Nkw York, April 2:5 — James L. Addison, 
Clerk in the Adjutant General's office, Wash- 
ington, and Anthony Addison, Chief Clerk in 
the Pension Bureau, have been caught in the 
act of carrying rebel mails. Tho former has 
been in the War Department for thirty ycais. 
nnd had access to all important orders and 
movements. Both own farms in Maryland, 
and keep up daily communication by means 
of oarriogos. 

Rev. John Martin nnd his family, who live 
near them, have been the medium nf com- 
munication. They have been arrested and 
will be sont beyond the lines. 

Washington, Apiil 23. — Dispatches Irom 
Admiral Wilkes state that he was at Elen- 
theia, in the Bahamas, on the 16th, instead ol 
having left Havana on the 11th. He makes 
no mention nf having been paroled. The 
report to that effect was doubtless false. 

WASHINGTON, April 23. — Orders have been 
issued by the commanding officer nt Nash - 
ville, that ull citizens must take the oath of 
allegiance or go South within ten day. 

Fortress Monroe, April 25. — A flag ol 
trace boat has a.trived from City Point. The 
Richmond papers of to-day contain telegraphic 
information- from Port Hudson of the loss, by 
ihe rebels, of the Steamer Queen uf the Weal 
and Diana. The former got aground in Grand 
Lake, and was blown up by a shell from the 
Federal gunhoat Calhoun. The Diana was 
burned by the rebuls. One hundred and six 
prisoners, including seven com missioned olli- 
ceis, were captured with the Queen of Ihe 
West. Among the latter was Captain Tur- 
ner, the commander of the rebel lleet. 

Dispatches from Berwick Hay, dated the 
lath instant, report a Federal force beyond 
Franklin, In, marching on. 

Much interest is felt in Richmond in regard 
to matters nt Suffolk. Tlie papers admit that 
a battorv bad been captured, and some of the 
editorials are desponding. 

OnintGO, April 24th— 10 A. M — The Pre- 
sident issued bis proclamation on the 20th 
inst., admitting the State of Western V-rginia 
into the Union. 

Sr. Loi'is, April 23tli.- There have been 
no new movements of the rebels in the vicin- 
ity of Pilot Knob. Gen McNeil, from Bloom- 
field, was expected to reach Pilot Knob yes- 
terdav. and a heavy force of cavalry from 
Rolls' is marching on iho rear of the rebels. 
Steamers uro prohibited from leaving for 
Southern ports until lurther orders. 

There are rumors of the capture ol Cape 
Girardeau, on the Mississippi, by the guerril- 
la Marmadiik'e; bin no particulars have been 
received, ami the military authorities have no 
intimation thereof. 

In the action at Pilot Knob the rcbeh lost 
f.nty killed and wounded, including Lion 
Shaddock and Brlillcty among the latter. 

Patterson was wounded by the Federals bp- 
fore the evacuation. 

Cincinnati, April 2-1 —Intelligence from 
Kentucky slates that Burnside'snnny is push- 
ing on slowly towards Cumberland Gap, and 
is now beyond Crab Orchard. 

It is now ilefinately known that the enemy 
have fallen back to Knox ville, and the forces 
of Pegram, Marshall, and Breckcuridge are 
all under Stonewall Jackson. 

It is stated thai Gen. Burnside takes tin- 
field in a few days.

A few years since I saw the reception of the 
Japanese) Ambassadors in New York, So il 
will bo seen that I am not wholly unaccus- 
tomed lo crowds. But what shall 1 say ol" 
ihe uiasH of people that were gathered togeth- 
er tu willies the pageant of Ihe royal entry ! 
Words fail me. Hud the street been Ararat, 
with a drowning world cluslerin.' to it for 
safety, people could not have been more 
closely huddled together. It was impossible 
to keep the line for the carriages clear, since 
tho people on each side bubbled into u like 
foaming, bursting beer; tho police were 
wholly Inadequate to the emergency, nnd had 
it not been for ih sublime cflorts of a body 
of horse artillery that charged to and Iro 
through the mas',, fairly carving a path at the 
point of their sabres, the yoitngcouple would 
not have reached Windsor OaStllltO tlii-.i day. 
Clothing was actually torn Irom iho shoulder's 
of the wearers in the' fearful crush and attri- 
tion, and fragments of coats, hoop-skirts, man- 



tles and muslin floated through the air like 
snow-flakes. 1 will venture to say that not 
ono hat or bonnet worn in tho street that day 
was over susceptible of being worn again — 
indeed I much question whether any hat or 
bonnet that went out that morning got home 
that night or the subsequent ono. Oh, it was 
pitiful, in the whole city full, room there was 
none; 1 will not now tell you how many 
were trampled to death lo the wild struggle 
lo see, for I do not wish to mar 1 lie joy with 
which all the laud will read of tho wedding 
festivities. Why docs Death step .in, in so 
vexatious and intrusivo a way, at such times, 
when ho is not an invited guest 1 Tho tram- 
pled, bleeding forms called to my memory the 
custom that prevails in savage countries ol 
sacrificing victims when kings are married or 
buried ; but theso poor victims immolated 
themselves on the snrine of their own eurio3- 
iiy — or devotion to thoir Prince. The con- 
stant roar going up from the great crowd was 
liko that ol the ecu, when lashed by tempests 
it dashes its surf far up on the shuddering 
sands, and when the enthusiasm broke forth 
in ehecra tho noise was maddening. It can 
only bo likened to the discharge of Whole 
parks of field gnus, opening their bellowing 
mouths at once, and echoed and rolled back 
lo the level earth by ton thousand mountain 
eaves. Amid all this the Princess seemed 
self-possessed, her only anxiety being lest 
some pnorcrcature would get under the wheels 
of her carriageyand in womanly tenderness 
she often bent forward lo see that tho way 
was clear.

•' And be it further enacted, That tho rato 
of posiaye on all domestic loiters transmit- 
ted in die mails of the United States, and not 
exceeding one half ounce in weight, there 
shall be in uniform nt three cents, and for 
each half ounce or fraction thereof additional 
weight, there shali be charged an additional 
rale of thtee cents, to be in all cases pro- 
paid by postage stamps plainly affixed to 
each letter.

Vandei -bill's ships, and Howland & Aspin- 
wall probably will do that portion of the 
through business now done by tho Commo- 
dore. There has been a growing feud be- 
iwecn Aspinwall nnd Vanderbilt for a long 
ii ne, which is understood to have cnlminnted 

at last in open rupture, and the Commodore 
a! iii distant day is likely to be entirely 
thrown out ol his rich shore in the spoils uf 
the great monopoly. Will ho be able or dis- 
posed lo retaliate by running a new oppo- 
sition, nnd giving us another season of com- 
petition ruinous to tho steam lines, though 
valuable to California. In any event we 
seem likely to have establish d ul an early 
day, the principle that f ireign cnpital can 
participate in our carrying trade oi'a the Isth- 
mus. That once fairly settled, we may rely 
on much lower permanent rates of Irrnspnrt- 
ation ami freight than we have ever heretofore 
known cm either Panama or Nicaragua.
